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Beijing bound! 

Didsbury swimmer realizes Olympic dream

In 1997, Jillian Tyler’s mother was 
thumbing through an issue of the 
Didsbury Review, when she came across 
an advertisement for the Didsbury Aqua- 
Jets swim club, and later asked her 
daughter if she had any interest in see¬ 
ing if swimming would interest her. 

Prior to that, Tyler was active in T-ball, 
but was hungry to try something new. 

While she doesn't remember much 
about her first year of competitive 
swimming, other than her supportive 
coaching staff, specifically mentioning 
the tutelage of Lynne Chemow - she did 
advance to the provincial champi¬ 
onships later that summer where she 
battled her way to a third place finish in 
the 2!) metre butterfly. 

“When you're young and get a medal, 
you get excited and 1 decided to stick 
with it " 

Sticking with it paid off. 

Tyler, 19, wdio is now with the 
University of Minnesota on a full athlet¬ 
ic scholarship, qualified for the 
Canadian Olympic swim team, after 
notching the second best time during 
the 100 metre breaststroke qualifying 
round in Montreal earlier this month. 

While she was conscious of the fact 
she had accomplished something spe¬ 
cial, things didn’t sink in until the 
brunch following the trials. Canada's 
last Olympic gold medalist in swimming, 
with a 1992 triumph in the 100 metre 
backstroke at the Barcelona Olympic 
games, Mark Tewksbury, was at the 
brunch and chatted with the winning 
bunch. 

“He came in that morning to talk to us 
about his experiences in getting pre¬ 
pared for the Olympic Games, and after¬ 
wards, he played for us the video of his 
gold medal performance almost 12 years 
ago,” she said. 

"Before his race, it showed Mark sit¬ 
ting on a chair, with a Coca-Cola towel 
draped around his shoulders - we were 
later told that it was his lucky towel. 
After the video, Mark then proceeded to 
pull out that very towel, saying he had 
just recently found it; of course there 
were collective ‘oohs’ and ‘ahhs.’" 

Tewksbury then picked up a pair of 
scissors and told the Olympic-bound 
swimmers that In* wanted each team 


member to cut a piece of the towel for a 
keepsake, inspirational reminder, and 
something to bring them the same good 
fortune he had at the games. 

“I often feel very proud of 
my Canadian heritage, espe¬ 
cially being in the States, 
but it was then that I felt the 
immense pride and honour 
of knowing that I would be 
representing my country at 
the biggest and most 
acknowledged competition 
in the world," said Tyler, 
whose piece of the towel 
now hangs above her desk 
prior to taking with her to 
China this summer. 

While now an Olympian, 

Tyler says things have been 
relatively normal, taking 
classes and training at the 
pool. 

But Beijing is still very 
much on her mind, and over 
the next four months, she is 
nothing less than driven to realize what 
she needs to do to be* at her best. 

“This year has been such a learning 
experience, I am constantly resetting 
my goals and changing what I want to 


accomplish; qualifying for the Olympic 
Games has obviously been a dream 
come true, although I now have differ-

ent dreams that I am working towards 
accomplishing and I cannot wait to see 
what I can do this summer. I train now 
with the motivation of knowing I will be 
there, wearing the Maple Leaf, and rep¬ 


resenting my country, my home, my fam¬ 
ily, and myself." 

Now, Tyler reflects on her first medal 
as an 8-year-old AquaJet, and realizes 
how far her love for water sports has 
taken her. Shi' says she started looking 
at a long-term future in the pool was she 
was 12 years old. 

“After watching the 2000 Summer 
Olympic Games on television, I began to 
find myself becoming interested in what 
the sport could offer me. I knew that if I 
joined a winter club, where training 
takes place 10-11 months out of the 
year, as opposed to 4-5, I would be able 
to further my activeness in the sport and 
see how far I could go. Then* are limits 
on summer club participation, and by 
that point, I realized that I had reached 
the limit of the opportunities presented 
to me in Didsbury." 

That summer, she started training with 
a winter club, which meant commuting 
to Calgary. 

“My parents were incredibly dedicated 
and supportive of my first year of winter 
club training. They drove me to and 
from training every day, as well as got 
up early twice a week so that 1 could 
train in Didsbury before school. After 
my first year of winter club swimming, I 
knew that 1 wanted to further dedicate 
myself to the sport." 

After she turned 15, her family moved 
to Calgary so she could be closer to her 
training facilities and be a full-time 
member of the Cascade Swim Club. 

But Tyler calls her time with the 
University of Minnesota the most 
enlightening experience of them all. 

“The way everything is done down 
here is so different then anything I had 
experienced in Canada. Being here has 
changed my entire perspective on sw im¬ 
ming; the quality of training is so much 
higher and the competition is obviously 
second to none. I constantly compete 
against some of the best swimmers in 
the world, many of whom are going to 
be at thi* Olympic Games this summer."

coverage

A Didsbury woman has 
taken an active role in a 
provincewide fight to have 
midwifery covered under 
Alberta Health Care. 

Deanna Osterdal read an 
e-mail from Alberta organ¬ 
izer for the International 
Day of the Midwife, Ulrike 
Kimbley-Nicolai, and said 
she became inspired to 
help. 

Presently, Alberta is the 
last of all the provinces and 
territories in Canada to 
provide public funding for 
midwife practices. 

“I want to get more 
knowledge out there on 
midwifery and support the 
ability to have a choice. All 
the other provinces do,” 
said Osterdal. 

“That’s part of their 
health-care system.” 

In addition to locally pro¬ 
moting the nearest of the 
province’s three rallies, the 
McDougall Centre in 
Calgary at noon hour on 
May 5, she is hoping 
Didsbury residents will add 
their signature to a growing 
list of names on a petition 
to support their cause. 

Witli approximately HO 
signatures so far, Osterdal 
has made petitions avail¬ 
able at both drugstores and 
the grocery store in town. 

Osterdal says her enthu¬ 
siasm for midwifery comes 
from her experience as a 
doula. 

Doulas are non-medical 
assistants that provide 
physical and emotional 
support in prenatal care, 
during the childbirth, and 
while the woman is in the 
postpartum period. 

Osterdal, who presently 
works as a nursing atten¬ 
dant, provides information 
quoted by the Society of 
Obstetricians and 

Gynecologists of Canada 
(SOGC) that indicates the 
cost-efficiency of mid¬ 
wifery. 

According to a 2006 
SOGC report, a midwife 
attended birth in a hospital 
costs about $800 less I him 
one done through a family 
physician, will) the approx¬ 
imate cost being $ 3,460. 

But Osterdal says her 
attraction to midwifery is 
having I he option to experi¬ 
ence a natural birth. 

“Alberta Heath and 
Wellness fully recognizes 
the importance the role 
midwives play and we pro¬ 
vide assistance to them in 
different ways, including 
subsidizing their liability 
insurance. We are familiar 
witli their stand on the 
issue and considering it,” 
said spokesperson for 
Alberta Health and 
Wellness, Howard May. 

Becoming a midwife 
takes four to six years of 
education, which is some¬ 
thing Osterdal hopes to 
have completed in the 
future.

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New cabinet 
has big job 
ahead

Newly-elected Premier Ed 
Stelmach has set some very 
lofty goals for the men and 
women who will lead Alberta’s 
government over the next four 
or five years. 

As the first true Stelmach cab¬ 
inet - as opposed to the pre-election caretaker 
cabinet formed when Ralph Klein called it quits - 
this new body of ministers has a good opportuni¬ 
ty to put a new stamp on the province in 2008 and 
over the longer term. 

Whether the cabinet will be able to live up to the 
expectations of the premier and of Albertans in 
general remains to be seen. 

"This cabinet and new government structure 
will focus on building a stronger Alberta and 
improving the lives of Albertans," said Premier 
Stelmach. 

Stelmach has set out five priority areas lie says 
the cabinet must focus on in the coming months: 

Ensure Alberta’s energy resources are devel¬ 
oped in an environmentally sustainable way; 

Increase assess to quality health care and 
improve the efficiency and effectiveness of health 
care service delivery; 

Enhance value-added activity, increase innova¬ 
tion, and improve the long-term sustainability of 
Alberta’s economy; 

Reduce crime so Albertans feel safe in their 
communities; 

Provide the roads, schools, hospitals and other 
public infrastructure to meet the needs of a grow¬ 
ing economy and population. 

"I'm confident the combination of proven per¬ 
formers and new talent in cabinet and on govern¬ 
ment committees will move forward the agenda 
we have set," said Premier Stelmach. 

Even at first glance the goals set out for the new 
cabinet won’t be easy to reach, particularly with 
the U.S. now in recession. 

For example, the goal of ‘increasing access to 
quality health care’ won't come cheaply. Health 
cart* already represents the largest provincial 
expenditure and still there are shortages of nurs¬ 
es, doctors and other health care providers in 
many communities. 

As well, the public infrastructure needs in virtu¬ 
ally every Alberta community, from the big cities 
to the smallest town, have been growing by leaps 
and bounds for a decade. Whether the new cabi¬ 
net will do a better job of meeting the need for 
more housing, new schools, and better roads than 
the Klein cabinets did is another big question. 

Luckily for the new cabinet, both the Liberal and 
NDP parlies have been badly shaken by their 
respective election disasters, giving the Tories a 
lot of breathing room. 

Hopefully the Stelmach government won’t use 
tin* fact the opposition parties are battered and 
bruised as an excuse to coast for the next four or 
five years. 

Albertans have put their trust in this new gov¬ 
ernment to meet a myriad of current and future 
challenges. Will they be disappointed?

Unusual friends in unusual places

TTn'so days, the environment is at 
the top of the polls as an issue of con¬ 
cent, and global wanning is often the 
lead story in the media. 

What a change! 

A few years ago, I would have Iteen 
grateful to s«h- any coverage of envi¬ 
ronmental issues anywhere. 

Maybe A1 Gore’s documentary An 
Inconvenient Tmth and the scientific 
reports from the Intergovernmental 
Panel on Climate Change have served 
as a global wake-up call. It's clear from 
the audiences turning out to my 
speeches that a lot of people want to 
make a difference. 

Perhaps the most surprising thing 
to me is the reaction from people and 
organizations that 1 normally wouldn’t 
ex|M*ct to be interested in environmen¬ 
tal conservation. 

In one example, a young profession¬ 
al hockey player named Andrew 
Ference from the Boston Bruins 
approached the global-warming 
experts at the David Suzuki 
Foundation to see how he could 
reduce his own carbon footprint. 
Andrew even went as far as to encour¬ 
age his colleagues at the National 
Hockey League Players’ Association 
(NHLPA) to do the same. 

The result was the launch of the 
NHLPA Carbon Neutral Challenge. In 
accepting the challenge, individual 
NHL players purchase high-quality 
Gold Standard carbon credits to offset 
the greenhouse gases produced by 
their travel to and from games. The 


money used to purchase these credits 
is invested in renewable energy proj¬ 
ects, such as wind farms, which pro¬ 
duce green power that doesn’t con¬ 
tribute to global wanning. As 1 write 
this column, more than 500 NHL play¬ 
ers have signed on to compensate for 
the carbon they produce during their 
season. 

Although purchasing carlton credits 
doesn’t reduce the production of emis¬ 
sions from bunting fossil fuels that 
cause global wanning, it is a step to 
compensate for travel that can’t bo 
avoided by putting a comparable 
amount of non-polluting energy on the 
grid somewhere. 

Another surprise came when I 
attended a dinner hosted by a well- 
connected business leader a few 
months ago. When 1 mentioned that 
the planet was rapidly approaching 
peak oil, the point at which maximum 
global oil production is reached and 
energy prices start to rise rapidly, he 
seemed surprised. I expected him to 
respond in horror to the consequences 
of a world without cheap oil. After all, 
he's a business leader. 

Instead, after thinking about it for a 
few minutes, he floored me with his 
answer. 

"I can make money on this," he said. 

After dinner. I thought a bit more 
about my host's response. In his 
world, the person with the most popu¬ 
lar way to do something for less 
money wins. 

My host’s reaction thrilled me. 
Perhaps he'll latch on to a great idea 
such as using renewable energy to 


power till his factories and show his 
competitors that he isn’t afraid to try 
something new - something innova¬ 
tive. 

New solutions to old problems t an 
only come from new ways of thinking. 
And having a diverse group of thought¬ 
ful people, front Canada's corporate 
leaders to our best athletes, come up 
with creative ways to attack global 
warming can only be a good thing. 

The world has seen this tyjK- of inno¬ 
vative thinking before. High fuel 
prices caused by the Arab oil embargo 
in the 1970s required innovation on 
different levels: inventors and entre¬ 
preneurs developed and marketed 
solar power cells, car dealers import¬ 
ed cars that were cheaper to operate, 
urban planners designed multi-pur¬ 
pose neighbourhoods and govern¬ 
ments started legislating fuel-efficien¬ 
cy standards. 

As more and more people wake up 
to the fact that we all share the 
resources in our global village, it is 
foolish to let party lines or old ways of 
thinking get in the way. 

As parents, employers, employees, 
consumers and citizens, we all have 
influence in one way or another. It’s 
time for all of us to reach out to others 
with our ideas and open ourselves to 
theirs. You never know when you’ll 
meet another person who wants to be 
a friend to the environment. Right 
now, our planet needs all the friends it 
can get.

Didsbury High 

Congratulations go out to Garth I)agg who was 
recently appointed as principal for the High School. 
Garth began his administrative experience in Olds 
High School as a vice-principal then as acting principal 
for a semester. Garth came to Didsbury High as acting 
principal this year while Steve Thompson was working 
in central office. With Steve’s appointment to assistant 
superintendent for next year it became necessary to 
find a permanent replacement for him at D.H.S. It is 
said that the best qualification for a job is to have done 
it successfully already and, since last September. 
Garth has made a very positive impression on stu¬ 
dents, staff and parents. 

Incidentally, whenever we have interviews for school 
principal positions it is usually the practice to have the 


chair of that particular school council sit in on the pro¬ 
ceedings. The chair has no vote but his or her opinion 
on the candidates is very carefully taken into account 
when it comes time to make a decision. 

D.H.S. has other personalities who have achieved 
above the ordinary lately. Kitrina Pen warden is one of 
two students in the division who scored 100% on the 
pure math diploma exam first semester - simply amaz¬ 
ing. Kirk Wassmer, music teacher, is a semi-finalist in 
the Province’s Excellence in Teaching awards and last 
week this newspaper ran a front page article on Karla 
Shultz who has been selected as our division’s Edwin 
Parr award nominee (it recognizes the best beginning 
teachers across the province). 

Midway 

The most eagerly awaited board decision for a long 
time occurred last Wednesday when Midway communi¬ 
ty members crowded the boardroom to find out the 
fate of their school. We know the outcome - the board 
voted unanimously to keep the school open, but what 
lay behind that decision? As one of two trustees on 
the viability committee that has been meeting over six 
months to gather data and identify issues I was in a 
unique position to see events unfold. 

Of the factors that swayed the board three stood out 
to me as being most important. First was the passion 
and dedication of the Midway parents and community. 
Second was the high profile involvement of the county 
council. The county’s new acreage development plan 
offers the potential for more enrolment in the little 
school while its second role as community centre may 


elicit county support. (The school site may also be 
developed as a community engagement site which 
means it would have a high tech connection to the 
Community Learning Campus at Olds College ). Third 
was the plan to designate Midway as a fine arts school. 
With this theme at the heart of its activities it is hoped 
that the school will draw interested students from 
other areas. 

The history of Midway is indicative of what has hap¬ 
pened in much of rural Alberta. When the school 
opened in 1954 it had over ninety students. Since then 
several factors have taken a toll on its enrolment. 
First is the trend to larger farms and population migra¬ 
tion from country to towns. Second, the lax enforce¬ 
ment of busing regulations over the years so that buses 
taking older students to Carstairs or Didsbury would 
also pick up younger siblings who, strictly speaking, 
should have gone to Midway. Lastly we’ve had the 
modern phenomenon of mothers working off the farm 
or acreage in town and wanting their children to 
attend school close by from where they can be conve¬ 
niently taken to after school activities or babysitters. 

Midway parents fervently believe their children 
enjoy a privileged education with a low pupil teacher 
ratio and a family atmosphere where everyone is 
known and included. It is our hope that we can work 
with the community and the county to keep this little 
gem viable.

Didsbury, Kentucky women celebrate half century bond 


Betty Moebis Fawns of Didsbury and Judy 
Harper Williams of Gilbertsville, Kentucky, 
USA are celebrating the anniversaiy of 50 
years as |x'i\ pals this month and would like 
to share our story. < )ur school teachers were 
instrumental in building this friendship 
across borders, and we would like to chal¬ 
lenge today’s teachers to encourage their stu¬ 
dents to build relationships with others from 
different ;ireas or cultures. 

Betty: In 1958, when in Grade (>, we wen- 
studying “Our Friendly Neighbuors”, the 
Uniti-d States. For a class project, we had to 
choose two states researching a town altout 
the same as ours, Beechy, Saskatchewan, 
Canada I chose Kentucky and Utah. 1 found 
the name of a boy from Benton, Kentucky in 
a children’s magazine along w ith it picture he 
had drawn, his name, age and town. 1 wrote 
to him asking if his Grade 6 class would send 
information on their school, town and state. 

Judy: One day in February, 1958, a l>oy in 
my Sixth Grade class at Sharin' Elementary 
brought in to class a letter he had received 
from a girl in Canada Our teacher, Mr. 
Vernon Walker, told the class members to 
gather information about Kentucky so that 


we could help my classmate answer the let¬ 
ter. Being an 11-year old boy, my classmate 
did not want to answer the letter to a girl. He 
asked me if 1 wanted to write to the (Canadian 
girl. I w as so excited that 1 could hardly wait 
to get home that afternoon and begin my let¬ 
ter. It was a new experience to me to write 
to someone outside my own country and 1 
wanted her to become my new friend. I also 
was the one in my class who wrote the letter 
to Betty’s school with information about 
Kentucky. 

Betty: 1 remember getting the package of 
information from Sharpe Elementary Grade 
(i class. There were several brochures, maps 
and a letter, which I still have. Alxnit the 
same time I also received a letter from Judy 
IlariH-r asking me to lx- her pen pal. I have 
thus letter as well, you know “I’m a kee|>er.’' I 
thought it would be very interesting to write 
to someone in the United States, and thus 
Ix-gan our 50 years of friendship - on paper. 

Judy: 1 leanx-d that Betty was about the 
same age as me and had a lot of the same 
interests. We were both active in our 
schools, s|x»rts, and 4-11 clubs. We generally 
likinl the same types of things including

“Rock and Roll music" and Elvis Presley. 
When I wrote to her, I tried to w rite of a wide 
variety of subjects. It was not just about the 
weather although weather was often includ¬ 
ed in the letters. We wrote about our family 
lift-, our friends, ;uxl our interests. We s<x>n 
found out that we both liked to sew, e<x>k 
;uid loved our favourite sports. Betty’s 
favourite sport was hockey and my favorite 
was basketball. We both liked sch<x>l and it 
didn’t take long for us to develop a love for 
writing letters to each other. 

Betty: 1 ;dways kx>ked forward to getting 
letters from Judy. Our winter sports, in 
Canada, were much different than here in 
Kentucky. 1 remember one particular letter 
from Judy; she had asked alxnit “Curling”, I 
played tile sport in high school. I wrote back 
trying to explain the rult>s of tlx- s|x>rt and 
how it was played, a real challenge to put it 
on paper, when it was played on ice. To me 
Judy always had such an interesting life in 
grade school; she was a cheerleader, which 
we didn’t have. As we got into our teens, of 
course, our interests also changed, but they 
were the same - Boys! 

Judy: We exjx'riencixl the same emo¬ 
tions—the dating, the breakups, the happy 
times of special occasions with our class¬ 
mates and we shan'd our deepest secrets,

questions, fears, and disappointments as well 
as cherished times. Betty was someone that 
I could confide in when I was often reluctant 
to do so with those around me. We both bad 
plans for further education that probably did¬ 
n't materialize as we would have liked due to 
circumstances not of our choice at the time. 

Betty: Throughout our scluxil years, there 
was always a constant - each other! Judy 
was faithful as a friend and confidante, and 
always there when I needl'd someone to turn 
to. Once we finished school, our lives t<x>k 
much the same turn; we both married and 
startr-d our families. Our letters compared 
notes on raising children, particularly Ixiys. I 
had four lx»ys, Judy had two. The only thing 
missing in our conversations on pajx'r was 
sitting across the table with a cup of coffee. 

Judy: My daughter was my oldest child 
and she was near the same age as Betty’s 
twin sons, then Betty’s third son was bom in 
li-ss than 12 months. In a few years, I had 
two sons less than 12 months apart and Betty 
had a son Ixim between my two sons. She 
w-as my inspiration. If she could handle three 
habit's at a time, then I could surely handle 
two at once. Our letters flowed across the 
border with childrearing techniques as our 
main subjects.

Judy: I would often invite Betty to come to Kentucky. On 
her birthday, she ami her family arrived at my front 
door much to my excitement. It was 1976, the 200th birth¬ 
day of the United States and a great time to share our sur¬ 
roundings with our neighbors from Canada. 1 never once 
felt like they were strangers I probably knew them better 
th;m some of the neighbors on my street. 

Betty: My family thoroughly enjoyed our trip to Kentucky 
that year. It was a long trip with four hoys in the back of a 
station wagon pulling a holiday trailer, but we survived. 
While here, Judy and her family look us to many interesting 
sitt»s, including Mammoth Cave. Yes, we toured the cave 
with seven little ones seven years old and under. Looking 
back I think we were a little crazy. I was so excited about 
this trip, as I was finally meeting my pen pal of 19 years for 
the fust time. When 1 stepped out of the car, it was like 1 was 
w alking up to the front door of my sisters’ as we knew each 
other so well. Being our fust trip to this part of the country 
we had many experiences. The first was getting out of the 
air-conditioned car on a July day, after a rain shower, our 
glasses immediately steamed up. We found it hot and 
humid, which we weren’t list'd to as wo came from the “dry 
old prairies”. We had never seen fields of com, we only grew 
grain crops like w heat, oats and barley. So we ;ill bailed out 
of the car and had our pictures taken in a cornfield, only to 
come out covered in tics. To see the mighty Mississippi 
River was an event, in school we had learned about the 
importance of the river to the United States, and to be able 
to st*e it was amazing. In fact 1 went with Judy and her hus¬ 
band Monday to see the Mississippi River, well it was “real¬ 
ly big”, with the flooding of both the Ohio River and the 
Mississippi River, they are now one. 1 have never seen 
rivers flood like that, as most of our rivers have very high 
riverbanks. 

Judy: The cultural life between Kentuckians and 
Canadians is not all that different. When we actually sat 
down together, ate meals together, shared our love for our 
families and our communities together, we found mutuality. 
Letters continued to flow. I collected a whole box of 
Canadian stamps and much more respect for those who live 
to our north. We both raised our families mid our nests 
emptied. We again shared letters on how to cope with that 
phase of our lives. Betty and I both worked at public occu¬ 
pations. My work was secretarial in the plants of Calvert 
City. My last position was in human resources where I was 
often instrumental in assisting employees in coping with 
their problems in life mid dealing with health insurance 
issues. Betty was writing to me about her employment in 
health care and social work settings. Again we found com¬ 
mon ground and supported each other in our endeavours. 

Betty: In 199<>, for my 50th birthday, my family mid friends 
gave me a trip to Kentucky to \isit Judy. We wen* both so 
excited that we were going to lie able to see one another 
again. That first phone call 1 made to tell Judy about my gift, 
brought tears to both our eyes. So began the planning of my 
two mid a half week holiday in October of that year. Years 
had passed mid before the big day came, I had developed 
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Opry, Opryland mid the Smoky Mountains. Judy took me 
back in time from Sixth grade to present, showing me her 
schools, where she lived, where her parents grew up and so 
much more. This all put to reality what she had written 
about for all those years. “A picture to the words.” 

Judy: As Betty’s family migrated from Saskatchewan 
wi'sl to Alberta, my desire grew even more strongly to see 
where she lived mid to meet her family, finally in 1998, the 
opportunity came for me to get north to Canada. I flew to 
Calgary, Alberta in late September of that year. Betty and 
her husband met me at the airport and toured me around 
the south central part of the province. Betty also took me 
into Saskatchewan to sih' where she grew up, meeting her 
family and friends. 1 was amazed at the vast prairie land mid 
massive ranches with miles and mill's of grain fields. I had 
no idea what a canola field would look like! The sky 
appeared huge and lived up to the logo on the province’s 
licence plate, “land of the living Skies." The rivers had 
huge banks to them mid 1 couldn’t really see the water. I 
thought all the years in the past that I had one up on Betty 
because I lived by the lake (Kentucky Lake is within walk¬ 
ing distance of my home), only to find out that she had a 
cabin on a lake—a beautiful sniidl lake 28 miles from her 
hometown (mi oasis on the prairies called Clearwater 
I.ake). Anot her common ground was found except 1 could¬ 
n’t wade halfway across my lake and she could!

Betty: Judy’s trip to Canada was exciting for me, finally 1 
was able to show off my country, family mid friends. I called 
it our “Whirlwind Weekend". By this time Judy was a 
Grandmother mid I was soon to be. So we were entering 
another phase of our lives. Since that time I have Ihh'ii 
blessed w ith eight grmidchildren all under the age of nine. 
Judy and Jim have eight grandchildren between them. Our 
letters now carry on to another generation of stories. Many 
changes have taken place in our lives as we are now both 
retired mid enjoy spending as much time as we can with our 
children and grandchildren. I always enjoy hearing about 
how her grandchildren are grow ing and changing as we are 
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receive letters about Betty’s travels. She has been in five 
provinces in Canada, 15 states in the US, Thailand and Hong 
Kong. Then I thought about that and realized that I too have 
written about my travels in .’15 of the 50 states of the US, 
three provinces in Canada mid a quick visit to a border town 
in Mexico. 

Judy: As we mature, we often find ourselves writing 
about the caregiving for our elderly mothers, who are now 
in their nineties. Another phase in our lives has been 
reached and we compare notes on those issues almost daily. 

Betty: It has been so interesting how two people from so 
far apart and in different countries have many of the same 
interests mid experiences. At times I feel like we are one, or 
at least have lived under the same roof. We have grown clos¬ 
er as the years have passed mid look forward to the next 
phase of our lives and joke about the years to come. ()ur 
mothers have always lookisl forward to the letters we’ve 
received. I believe we have become long-distance daugh¬ 
ters to them. Judy’s mom has always called me “her other 
daughter." 

Judy: Communication skills and techniques have 
changed over the years. In my first letter to Betty, I mis¬ 
spelled the word “write” not once but twice, each time a dif¬ 
ferent way. That didn’t keep Betty from returning my letter 
with one of hers. We’ve waited anxiously for letters from 
each other. Often they were like mini novels when they 
arrived. In the beginning, it sometimes took up to three 
weeks to write mid 2? weeks travel time by snail mail. With 
the onset of email our correspondence now takes just min¬ 
utes mid is in real time, not history. Some one said of our 
relationship that we’ve gone from letters by “carrier pigeon 
to email.” It’s more fun to get an answer to my questions the 
day I ask them. 

Betty: As our 50th anniversary of writing as pen pals 
neared I felt I wank'd to celebrate with Judy. I was able to 
make the trip down this spring and between Judy and I, we 
made plans. I flew to Nashville on March 18 and will return 
home April 8th. I had wanted to share some of the items 1 
had saved over the years mid the one thing that means the 
most to me Is the first letter Judy wrote asking me to be her 
pen pal. It is dated Feb. 4, 1958.1 also brought the letter she 
had written on behalf of her Grade (5 class to my Grade Six 
class. Yes, it Is a little yellow with age but treasured. 

Judy: I often included in my e-mails, “You need to come 
see Kentucky in the springtime!" It is with delight that I 
have Ihh'ii able to show off the beautiful j>ear and tulip 
trees, flowering shrubs mid daffodils. I have been a little 
dlsapixiinted that the weather has been rainy and cool. 
That hasn’t stopped as from touring around the local area as 
well as the museums, shopping malls, mid taking in some of 
the local talent mid cuisine. The highlight of this anniver¬ 
sary was a visit to Graceland in Memphis and a walk down 
memory lane to our “rix-k mid roll" days. 

Judy and Betty: We feel that our friendship is something 
to be shariHl with others. It’s been lietter than lieing sis¬ 
ters—we never have argued, criticized each other, stolen 
each others clothes or boyfriends. We’ve shared more than 
we would with our closest friends or family.

With the 2008 edition of the 
Didsbury Trade Show now just a 
memory, l In* Didsbury & District 
Chamber of Commerce looks to 
celebrating National Volunteer 
Week, April 27 - May 3, 2008, by 
acknowledging the many people 
who devote their time and energies 
to making our community so very 
strong. 

We look first to our track' show, 
the largest trade show between 
Airdrie and Red Deer, and looking

And that doesn't include the volun¬ 
teer hours posted by the Didsbury 
Lions, Scouts, Zion Youth Group, 
DUS graduating class, Didsbury 
Army Cadets, Child At Youth Clubs, 
or the West Didsbury 4-11 Club 
members. It doesn't include volun¬ 
teer hours chocked up by Town 
staff, or non-profit exhibitors. Il 
doesn't include our entertainers, 
M(’s and hosts, booth judges ... the 
list goes on and on! "Now that's an 
economic impact!", says Windsor. 

Of course, to prepare a true eco¬ 
nomic impact report, you need sta¬ 
tistics gathered and survey results 
analyzed. While that data is not 
available for the Didsbury Trade 
Show, it has been collected from 
other shows. Two quite different 
formulas both result in the same 
conclusion. The economic impact 
of the Didsbury Trade Show to the 
area is in excess of $80,000! The 
average wage earner's annual 
salary is less than half that, and the 
Trade Show brings this to town in 
just two days! 

Besides the financial benefit to 
our community through direct sales 
in lodging, food establishments, 
grocery or fuel purchases, and so 
on, the Chamber of Commerce 
itself contributes to the community. 
As with any organization, there are 
benefits to membership. The Trade 
Show is joined by the Rosebud Run 


Sieddog Classic and Country 
Christmas, providing the operating 
capital necessary to manage the 
Chamber of Commerce each year.
